"Through" the work of this com- 
mittee." he said, "the talent of Amer- 
ica has been marshalled in the scien- 
tific study.of the problems of flight, 
with the result that today America 
occupies a position In"' the • forefront 
of progressive nations in the technical 
development of aeronautics."

a few years ago If they are uniform- 
ed. they put criminals and potential 
crimlna.s on their guard. If they are 
not unifouned. and attempt to per- 
form their duty. -they subject them- 
selves to just such warrantable at- 
acks as the Chicago man made in 
defense of his wife and himself. 


Diff'culty is involved in solving the 


problem, it is admitted: but it is, un- 
questionably. the part of wisdom for 
officers working at night on quiet 
roads or in comparatively deserted 
streets to make their status know be- 
fore they hold up motor travelers.

Th:s sort of specula- 
tion mav sometime' be advisable and 
sometimes profitable but it should not 
be entered upon without a realization 
of its nature.
